dACkGRUUml): Tnu reading and interest levels of thti books are varied and have 
been categorized by reading levels into three groups: Easy, More 
Difficult, Mo5t Difficult. Tlie scope of subjects in the books is 
broad but each book is keyed in to the overall area of ecology. 
For example, the book What Does A Peace Cor-ps Volunte er Obi is a 
career oriented book, but speci al care Ts' ta ken to relate a peace 
corps volunteer's career to environmental concerns. 

USL OF PAk: Included witn this Pak is a kit with 20 books. Each book is listed 
in the Pak in alphabetical order. For any given book there is a 
short suiiiiiiary of the book and some possible conference questions 
for the teacher.
